The undertaker was questioned about 
about the matter yesterday, and at first 
pleaded ignorance, but when told that 
many of the facts had leaked out he 
suddenly remembered that he had the 
body of a young girl in his place until 
it was sent to the morgue. The physi- 
cian was said to be Dr. Ayres.

BONDS, OR A DIRECT TAX ? 


As the special election day ap- 
proaches public opinion begins to 
crystallize on the subject of the issue 
of bonds for municipal building pur- 
poses. All concede that new city 


- buildings are a prime necessity, and 


the sentiment in favor of erecting 
them is well-nigh unanimous. At the 
same time there is manifested an un- 
mistakable determination on the part 
of the voting, tax-payers to surround 
the plan with all necessary safeguards. 
They may not distrust the City Coun- 
cil, who willbe charged with the duty 
of expending the money when raised, 
but they will demand guarantees all 
the same. This is right; it is ‘‘ busi- 
ness.” The tax-payers have a right to 
demand and exact security for their 
money, and no official, or any 
other man, can rightfully say nay. 

There are two principal plans sug- 
gested the required money. 
The first is that devised by the Mayor 
and Council, and published by them 
for the information of voters. It is 
the twenty-year bonds plan. The sec- 
ond isthe plan of raising the entire 
amount required—$100,000—at one 
time by a special tax. To this plan it 
has been objected that it is fatally 
met by the prohibition of the charter, 
which forbids the levying or collection 
of any tax for municipal purposes ex- 
ceeding $1.50 on each one hundred 
dollars in any one year. Let us ex- 
amine this criticism in the-light of the 
facts, and see whether it is sound. 
The last city tax levy was 76 cents on 
each one hundred dollars, the total 
enroliment taxable property 
amounting to an aggregate of 
$9,294,074. There is good rea- 
son for assuming that the _ to. 
tal enrollment the present year will 
reach $10,000,000, and we are _ in- 
formed that it is the opinion of officials 
who have to:'do with the matter that 
the rate (not,yet fiaed) will not need 
to be over fifty cents on the one huh. 
dred dollars for ordimary purposes. If 
this is so, it will make possible the 
levying of a special tax of one dollar 
on each one hundred for the purpose 
of raising the desired City Hall fund 
—and all within the limitations and 
restrictions of the charter. If the to- 
tal enrollment reaches ten millions of 
dollars—and we are satisfied it will— 
& special tax of one per cent. will pro- 
duce the required $100,000. Thus the 
whole matter can be disposed of 
at once, and the objectionable 
course be obviated of issuing bonds 
running twenty years, and involving 
the payment of interest thereon 
amounting in the end to more than the 
entire principal sum. 

But should the raising of the entire 
sum be considered too onerous a bur- 
den to be imposed upon the tax-payers 
in asingle year, two years might be 
taken to raise the money. 

Either plan would be preferable, in 
our judgment, to the plan proposed by 
the City Council. We are satisfied 
that the best business sense of the com- 
munity is against saddling the city 
with a debt that will run for a period 
equal -to half the average span of hu- 
man life.

| Following is the draft of the ordinance 

which the City Council designs adopting 

in the event that the proposition to issue 

bonds to aid in the erection of city build- 


ings shall carry at the special election to 
be held on Thursday next: | 


A RESOLUTION 


Of the Mayor and Council of the city of 
Los Angeles, providing for the issuance 
and sale of city bonds to be known as 
the ‘‘City Hall Bonds of the City of Los 
Angeles,’’ and the disposition of the 
proceeds, and establishing an interest 
and sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal and interest thereof and there- 
unto fixing the procedure. 

Wuereas, Ata special election of the 
qualified electors of the city of Los An- 
geles, held on the third day of May, A. D. 
1883, there was submitted the question of 


| the issuance of city bonds of the said city 


to an amount not to exceed 100,000 dol- 
lars, payable on or before the expiration 
of the period of twenty years from and 
after the date of their issuance, for the 
purpose of raising money to procure a 
building and premises for city purposes 
pursuant to the provisions and authoriza- 
tion of the revised charter of the city of 
Los Angeles and in accordance with a cer- 
tain ordinance of the Mayor and Council 
of the city of Los Angeles, entitled: ‘An 
‘‘ordinance to provide for the purchase of 
‘‘the necessary lands and the construction 
‘tof buildings thereon and the furnishing 
‘‘of the same for a City Hall in and for 
‘‘the city of Los Angeles, and thereunto 
“establishing the necessary regulations 
‘‘and rules of procedure,’’ approved April 
16, 1883, and with the resolution of the 
Council of the city of Los Angeles, en- 
titled, ‘‘A resolution for the holding of a 
‘‘special election at which shall be sub- 
‘mitted toa vote of the people the ques- 
‘‘tion of issuing bonds to raise money to 
‘‘be used for the purpose of purchasing a 
“lot and erecting thereon public build- 
‘‘ings for city purposes,’’ adopted the 17th 
day of April, 1883; and 

Wuereas, At said election more than 
two-thirds of the votes cast were in favor 
of the issuance of the bonds of the said 
city for the objects and purposes specified 
in the said ordinance and the said resolu- 
tion; and, 

WueEreas, The power of the corporation 
of the City of Los Angeles to issue its 
}bonds in the sum, under the conditions, 
and for the purposes in the said ordinance 
and resolution specified, pursuant to the 
said election, is guaranteed to the said 
corporation by its charter and the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State of California; 
now, therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the City of Los Angeles: 

Secrion 1. The Clerk of the Council of 
the City of Los Angeles shall cause to be 
printed and prepared in accordance with 
the form hereinafter given the bonds of 
the City of Los Angeles in blank, to be 
known as the ‘‘City Hall Bonds of the 
City of Los Angeles,’’ which bonds so 
printed and prepared in blank he shall 
present to the Council at a lawful meet- 
ing thereof within two months after the 
adoption of this resolution. 

Sec. 2. The said bonds shall collective- 
ly represent the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Each bond shall be of the 
denomination of one thousand dollars,and 
shall be redeemable not soener than five 
years after the dateof its issuance; and 
after the expiration of said five years shall 
be redeemable on or before the expiration 
of twenty years from and after the date of 
its issuance, at the option of the said city, 
and shall bear interest at the rate of six 
(6) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually on the first days of January and 
July, respectively. 

Sec. 3. The bonds hereinbefore pro- 
vided for shall be in the following form:

per annum, from the date hereof, payable 
at the office of the said Treasurer semi- 
annually, on the first day of January and 
the first day of Julyin each year, on the 
presentation and surrender of the interest 
coupon hereuntoattached. This bond is

aforesaid, of the order of sale, duly certi- 
tied by the Clerk of the Council, and upon

countersigned by the Auditor of the city 
of Los Angeles. 

Sec. 5. For the purpose of carrying 
out the objects and aims of this resolu- 
tion and the ordinances, resolution and 
laws to which it relates, there is hereby 
created a fund in the city of Los Angeles 
to be known as ‘The City Hall Interest 
and Sinking Fund of 1883,”’ and the City 
Treasurer is hereby directed to keep a 
regular account with the said fund upon 
his books. For the purpose of providing 
for the payment of the semi-annual inter- 
est upon the said bonds for the period of 
five years from and after the date of their 
issuance, and thereafter for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of the semi- 
annual interest and the further purpose 
of providing for the final payment, re- 
demption and discharge of the said bonds, 
the Council of the city of Los Angeles 
shall annually, commencing in 1883, each 
vear, for the period of five years at the 
same time and in the same manner that 
other municipal taxes in the said city are 
assessed, levied and collected, assess, 
levy and collect upon all taxable prop- 
erty in said city in addition to the levy 
at. thorized for other purpose, a sufficient 
sum to pay the interest upon the said 
bonds accruing before the next annual 
levy; and after the expiration of five 
years from and after the date of said 
bonds in the manner above provided for 
the payment of the interest, shall assess, 
levy and collect each year a sufficient sum 
to pay the semi-annual interest on all said 
outstanding bonds and such proportion of 
the principal that at the end of ten years 
from and after the date of the levy of 1883 
the sum raised from such levies for the 
payment of said principal shall equal at 
least thirty per centum of the amount of 
the principal of said bonds issued; at the 
end of fifteen years after the last-men- 
tioned date at least seventy per centum of 
said principal sum, and before the date of 
maturity of said bonds, the sum so raised 
shall be equal to the remaining thirty per 
centum and whole amount of principal 
and interest; and the moneys arising from 
said levies shall be applied to the payment 
of the principal and interest due upon the 
said bonds, and for no other purpose 
whatever. 

Sec. 6. Whenever after the expiration 
of five years from and after the date of 
said bonds there shall be to the credit of 
the ‘City Hall Interest and Sinking 
Fund”’ of 1883, any sum in excess of the 
aggregate of one thousand dollars and 
the amount that will be required to pay 
the semi-annual interest due before the 
next tax levy on said bonds, the Treas- 
urer of said city is hereby ‘directed to 
advgrtise for proposals for the redemption 
of bonds issued hereunder, by causing a 
notice to be published in a daily news- 
paper in the city of Los Angeles for at 
least two weeks before the time fixed for 
opening said proposals, which notice shall 
specify the amount of money remaining 
in the “City Hall Interest and Sinking 
Fund” of 1883, to be applied to the re- 
demption of bonds, and the time and 
place in the city of Los Angeles at which 
bids will be received for such redemption. 

Sec. 7. All bids received by the Treas- 
urer pursuant to said notice shall be pre- 
sented by him to the Council, at the first 
regular meeting thereof after the time 
fixed in said notice, when they shall be 
opened by the Council, and if no bids are 
offered for par or less than par the Treas- 
urer shall cause to be published a notice 
in some daily newspaper in the city of Los 
Angeles for at least two weeks, specifying 
the amount of money in the said City Hall 
Interest and Sinking Fund, and the num- 
ber of the bonds which can be paid there- 
with on the presentation to thesaid Treas- 
urer of the same, designating for that pur- 
pose the lowest in number outstanding, and 
thereupon upon the expiration of two 
weeks after the first pulication of said 
notice, the bonds’ therein specified 
shall cease to bear interest, and every 
such bond shall be payable at the office 
of the said City Treasurer upon presenta- 
tion and surrender of the said bond and 
all coupons thereunto belonging. Pro- 
vided, that if upon the opening of said 
proposals provided in Sec. 6, it shall ap- 
pear that any bond is offered for redemp- 
tion for par or less than par the Council 
shall order the payment of such bond or 
bonds as it shall elect, and thereupon the 
City Treasurer shail redeem and pay the 
same with interest thereon accruing up to 
one week after the order for such pay- 
ment. 

Sec. 8. The Clerk of the Council shall 
certify to the passage of this resolution 
and cause the same to be published once 
in the Los Angeles Daily Herald, a news- 
oa! published and printed in the city of 

os Angeles, and thereupon and thereaf- 
ter it shall take effect and be in force. 

[Mr. Steere moved fthat the resolution 
be printed in the Los Angeles Daily 
Times, Herald and Express on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday next, so that 
the people might judge of its merits. So
